Certain decisions of the P.F.A. 
Branch of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture regarding lands eligible for 
payments under the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act were revised at a 
meeting of the Board of Review 
on March 30. 

Crop lands which produced less 
than eight bushels per acre last 
year due to hall or drouth are 
eligible for payments of $2.00 to 
$4.00 per acre, depending on the 
category. Payments are made on 
half the farmer's cultivated- acre¬ 
age up to a maximum of 200 acres. 
Category 5-8 ($4.00 per acre)— 

15-24-4 (revised decision), 
Secs. 1 to 4, 7, 9, 11 to 13, 19, 24, 
27, 30 to 36.

In endorsing 
the public speaking side of 4-H 
work the speaker said. “The ability 
of a person to speak in public 
opens many doors in this world. 
Public speaking is the most vital 
selling feature you have and the 
greatest, most effective way you 
have of selling yourself and your 
personality is through your voice.” 

Regarding the faults of the 
speakers, Mr. Beechman found 
most tended to speak in a mono¬ 
tone with little emphasis on color¬ 
ful delivery. Another point brought 
up was the failure of most of the 
speakers to present their delivery 
so as to absorb the audience in 
their subject. He advised, “Make 
your audience feel and believe in 
what you are saying — then you 
have achieved audience participa¬

Perennial Dog Problem 

The ever-recurring problem of what to do about 
dogs running at large appears to be a “headache” in 
not only Vulcan but in almost every town in Alberta, 
judging from reports and comments in other weekly 
newspapers. 

Stettler and several other towns have by-laws pro¬ 
hibiting dogs from running at large throughout the 
entire year and most other towns prohibit dogs run¬ 
ning at large from May 1 to September 30 of each 
year. But every town has the same problem—enforc¬ 
ing their dog by-laws. 

Vulcan’s dog by-law covers the entire year, but 
enforcing the by-law under its present terms has 
proven to be almost impossible. We agree with the 
thought that dogs should not be allowed to roam at 
will through people’s yards and gardens, particularly 
from the first of May to the end of September, and 
that dogs ganging up in packs represent a potential 
menace to small children. But it is the responsibility 
of the owner to see that his dog is confined or under 
control and if the animal is allowed to run loose it is 
the owner to whom the law must direct its attention 
lather than the dog. A system of fines levied on the 
owners when their dogs are found running at large 
appears to be the only answer and is fairly effective 
in places where it is in use.
